slam services 
at Ely station 


ANGRY commuters are demand¬ 
ing improvements to services at 
Ely railway station - branding 
them “utterly inadequate”. 

Bosses at Abellio Greater Anglia 
say there have been issues at the 
station in recent weeks due to a 
shortage of staff, and that they are 
“making every effort” to resolve 
that. 

But rail users say there have been 
issues for some two months, and 
that “enough is enough”. 

Stephen Blackwood, of 
Cambridge Road, Ely, said: “I’m 
sure I’m not the only person who is 
sick to death of the utterly inade¬ 
quate service currently being 
offered at Ely station. 

“I use the station at least two or 
three times a week and quite 
frankly, it’s horrifying. 

“The ticket office is now closed 
most days as there aren’t enough 
staff to man it. 

“The few staff that are at the sta¬ 
tion are wandering around using 
mobile ticket machines and credit 
card machines, which are tem¬ 
peramental and don’t always work 
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properly. 

“The situation has been like this 
for around two months now and 
enough is enough. 

“Ely is a fast-expanding city with 
a massive tourism industry and 
commuter population. Its station 
is a mainline station. Abellio 
Greater Anglia needs to pull their 
finger out and provide Ely station 
with the services it deserves.” 

Another regular commuter, Alice 
Bunton, from Ely, said: “Abellio 
Greater Anglia need to decide 
what they want to do with Ely sta¬ 
tion. 

“The service being provided 
there is getting worse and worse 
by the week so if they don’t want to 
run it properly, why run it all? 

“The current situation is farcical. 
The ticket office is closed more 
than it is open, there are hardly 
any staff and those who are still 
working there are doing every¬ 
thing from hand-held machines. 

“It’s ridiculous and it’s not only 


unfair on passengers, but the staff 
themselves too. 

“Every time I have used the sta¬ 
tion recently there have been peo¬ 
ple getting irate with the staff 
because they’re having to queue 
for so long. 

“Some of the staff also have very 
poor English which just makes the 
situation worse. 

“This has been going on through¬ 
out the summer months which is a 
peak time for the station and Ely 
as a city. It really is dreadful and 
totally unacceptable.” 

A spokesman for Abellio Greater 
Anglia apologised to rail users. 

He said: “We are in the process of 
recruiting staff for the ticket office 
at Ely station. 

“In the meantime we are making 
every effort to provide temporary 
cover, with three staff with mobile 
ticket machines on hand to assist 
customers, in the mornings and 
afternoons, seven days a week. 

“We apologise to our customers 
for the occasional need to close 
the ticket office on some recent 
occasions.”

Business park 
set to expand 


A BUSINESS park in Ely is 
expanding thanks to a major 
£2.5 million funding agree¬ 
ment. 

Lancaster Way Business 
Park secured a share of the 
mammoth pot of Greater 
Cambridge Greater 

Peterborough Enterprise 
Partnership (LEP) funding 
earlier this year. 

Grovemere Property Ltd will 
be using the money to help 
build nine new units for small 
and start-up firms on the 
business park - a scheme 
which will create between 30 
and 50 new jobs. 

Planning permission for the 
new units, which will be 
arranged in a terrace style, is 
now being sought. 

In a statement to planners at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, the firm’s agents 
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said: “There is currently a lack 
of suitably sized ‘incubator’ 
units on the business park. 

“The proposals will there¬ 
fore fill this gap and ensure 
that small start-ups can 
develop and expand into larg¬ 
er businesses, whilst remain¬ 
ing on the business park. 

“It is anticipated that the 
proposal will bring about eco¬ 
nomic benefits for the local 
area. 

“Business growth will help 
create a diverse and buoyant 
economy, and the develop¬ 
ment of this site for a range of 
employment uses will assist 
developing a diverse range of 
employment opportunities. 

“The application seeks per¬ 
mission for a general B1/B2/ 


B8/trade counter retail use. 

“It is anticipated that the 
starter units scheme will cre¬ 
ate between 30 and 50 new 
jobs.” 

Littleport Eco Business 
Park, which is planned for 
land off the A10 Bypass, also 
secured a share of the fund¬ 
ing. 

James Graven and Sons Ltd, 
the firm behind the scheme, 
will use the funds to develop 
new office accommodation, 
which the company says has 
the potential to create 395 
new jobs in total. 

The decision on the plans 
for Lancaster Way Business 
Park lies with the district 
council.

Wind turbine plans 
for farm in Stretham 
are withdrawn

CONTENTIOUS 
plans to build two 
wind turbines in 
Stretham have been 
withdrawn. 

Farmer Chris Attle 
submitted proposals 
to put up the 
turbines on his land 
at Redhill Farm, in 
Cambridge Road, 
last month. 

The application 
came just a week 
after bosses at REG 
Windpower applied 
for planning 
permission to build 
three turbines at 
Berry Fen - land in 
between the villages 
of Haddenham and 
Aldreth. 


Speaking at the 
time, Mr Attle said: 
“The advantage of 
the turbines is that 
they not only 
provide clean, 
energy but we can 
continue to farm 
right up to the bases 
of them, unlike solar 
farms which 
generally result in 
the loss of good 
agricultural land, 
and biogas, which 
has been causing 
chaos on local 
routes.” Mr Attle’s 
application to East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council has 
now been 
withdrawn. 


RESIDENTS are 
being given the 
chance to meet Ely’s 
firefighters and raise 
any local issues they 
have with them.

Victims of flood 
thank residents 


A COUPLE whose home 
flooded just hours before 
they were due to leave Ely for 
their honeymoon have 
thanked the local communi¬ 
ty for their “immense” help. 

Patrick and Dail Maudsley- 
Noble, of Lynn Road, were 
among thousands of people 
across the region affected by 
Hurricane Bertha’s torrential 
rain and ferocious winds on 
Friday. 

It couldn’t have happened at 
a worse time for the couple, 
who got married just over a 
fortnight ago, as they were 
due to go on their honeymoon 
to Italy on Saturday morning 
- something they were still 
able to do thanks to kind- 
hearted neighbours. 

In an email sent to Ely News 
on Friday night, Dail said: 
“Since we moved here, I have 
waxed lyrical to all and sun¬ 
dry about how much I love Ely 
and its fantastic people, but 
never has that been proven 
more than today. 

“Unfortunately, as the del¬ 
uge came, water began to 
pour into the house from the 
front and back. I was trapped 
inside desperately trying to 
move things upstairs while 
my husband attempted to 
bail out our front and back 
gardens with the help of our 
neighbour. 
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“We have to thank the won¬ 
derful people who stepped in 
to help and tirelessly worked 
together to bail out the water, 
try to fix the electricity and 
even went to find us sand¬ 
bags. 

“As things began to dry out a 
little, more lovely people 
arrived to bring jumpers to 
those who were cold and wet, 
tea to warm everyone 
involved, and some even 
invited us into their homes to 
shower and eat as we had no 
hot water or fridge. 

“The Blitz spirit was in full 
force and it really illuminated 
our darkest moments.” 

Dail added: “After cleaning 
up and sandbagging as best 
we could, we were persuaded 
that we could do no more and 
to go on our honeymoon after 
all as the damage has already 
been done. 

“As I email, we are on our 
way to accommodation 
arranged by our insurance 
company allowing us to get to 
Stansted in the morning. 

“With more bad weather to 
come, we’re of course con¬ 
cerned as we are at the mercy 
of mother nature, but know¬ 
ing that we can leave our little 
house in the hands of our 
wonderful neighbours who 


have offered to look after 
things for us brings us 
immense comfort, and for 
that we will be forever grate¬ 
ful. 

“I’m so proud to be part of 
this community and simply 
must give those people the 
recognition they deserve.” 

Homes, work premises, gar¬ 
dens and roads across the Ely 
area were affected by the 
storms in numerous ways, 
including flash flooding, fall¬ 
en down trees and power 
cuts. 

Police had to close several 
roads, including St Johns 
Road, Ely, and the underpass 
in Station Road, which both 
flooded. 

Properties and gardens in 
certain areas of Ely, Littleport 
and Sutton also flooded, as 
did the car parks at 
Sainsbury’s and Tesco in Ely. 
Water even poured in through 
the doors of Ely Cathedral, 
leading to a major clean-up 
operation. 

But it was communities in 
neighbouring Fenland who 
were hit worse by the storm, 
including in March, where 
hundreds of homes flooded. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said it received 
277 calls about flooding 
between Friday lunchtime 
and 8.30am on Saturday.

Burglars attack 
blind pensioner 


FOUR people have been 
jailed after they attacked a 
blind pensioner in his own 
home. 

Paul Meads, 47, of New 
Barns Avenue, Ely, Carl 
Scarrow, 33, of Broad Piece, 
Soham, and Lucy Brown, 28, 
and Troy Whiting, 40, both of 
Hazel Close in Chatteris, 
appeared in Cambridge 
Crown Court on Friday after 
pleading guilty to burglary. 

The court heard that the 
four targeted the home of 
70-year-old John Hammond 
in Queen Street, March, on 
May 10. 

Mr Hammond, who is regis¬ 
tered blind, was watching tel¬ 
evision when he heard a 
knock. He called out but there 
was no answer so he went to 
the door thinking it was a 
neighbour checking up on 
him. 

As he opened the door, he 
was pushed by the group and 
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fell backwards, hitting his 
head on the door frame, while 
the group demanded gold and 
money. 

A neighbour had seen the 
group going to and from a van 
and grew suspicious, sending 
her husband to check on the 
victim while she called the 
police, prosecutor Sara 
Walker said. 

Her husband found the 
group inside Mr Hammond’s 
home. They then pushed past 
him and knocked him over 
and into Mr Hammond. 

During a commotion, a 
female voice said “the best 
thing to do is stab him”, Ms 
Walker said, while another 
male had his jumper over his 
hand and was threatening to 
shoot them. 

The group escaped with Mr 
Hammond’s television and a 


watch. The television was 
later recovered by police 
when they stopped the van 
the group had fled in shortly 
after. 

Reading a victim impact 
statement, Ms Walker said: 
“Mr Hammond thought he 
was going to die. He is in poor 
health and when on the floor 
being kicked he said that’s 
what went through his mind. 

“He said no-one should have 
to go through what he went 
through and asked ‘how 
could they attack a blind pen¬ 
sioner like they did’?” The 
court heard the offenders had 
90 convictions between them. 

Judge Lucraft sentenced 
Whiting, Meads and Brown to 
three years and four months 
in prison. Scarrow was sen¬ 
tenced to three years and 
seven months in prison after 
admitting also breaching a 
suspended sentence he was 
given in March. 


Village hall refurbishment plans submitted

Nisa store is set 
for Vauxhall site 


RUMOURS that a former car 
dealership in Ely could be 
transformed into a conveni¬ 
ence store look set to come to 
fruition. 

The former Vauxhall garage 
in St Mary’s Street has stood 
empty since it was closed by 
car firm Marshall in 2012. 

Rumours were rife that a 
mini supermarket was going 
to open inside the premises, 
and Ely News can now confirm 
that a Nisa store is planned for 
the site. 

Paresh, Ashish and Bharat 
Patel have applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for a premises licence 
for the former garage. 

They want to open a Nisa 
store and want to be able to 
supply alcohol from the prem¬ 
ises between 7am and 11pm 
Monday to Sunday. 

The application is already 
proving controversial among 
local residents. 
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Jenny Tinn, who lives in 
nearby West End, said: “I 
understand a licencing appli¬ 
cation for the former Vauxhall 
site has been submitted and 
that the plan is for the new 
store to sell alcohol until 11pm 
each night. 

“I live not too far from the 
location and I’m concerned. 

“St Mary’s Street is an his¬ 
toric, mainly residential 
street, located in Ely’s conser¬ 
vation area. In my view, a con¬ 
venience store like this should 
be located in somewhere like 
Ely’s Eligh Street or Market 
Street. 

“It will undoubtedly lead to 
anti-social behaviour issues in 
the area and it’s not fair on 
nearby residents. Besides, 
does Ely really need another 
convenience store anyway?” 

A St Mary’s Street resident, 


who did not want to be named, 
is also worried - but mainly 
about extra traffic the new 
store could create. 

He said: “St Mary’s Street has 
changed drastically over the 
last few years with new busi¬ 
nesses like a hotel and a busy 
pizza parlour, which certainly 
isn’t necessarily a bad thing. 

“But when it comes to traffic, 
it is a complete nightmare. 
The road already gets severely 
congested and I honestly don’t 
think it can cope with having 
a convenience store like a Nisa 
shop. 

“I’m sure there are other 
places in Ely that this store 
could be opened, and that 
there are other, more appro¬ 
priate uses for the Vauxhall 
site, such as offices.” 

The licencing application 
will be considered by the dis¬ 
trict council.

I WRITE in response to Mr Will Hunt’s letter 
‘Fens will only survive if wind power opponents 
are beaten’ {Ely News, August 7). 

In addition to the development at Aldreth an 
application has been lodged to erect two 
turbines in Stretham. Few dispute the need to 
get away from the reliance on fossil fuels but 
there are alternatives to blotting the landscape 
with wind turbines. Yes, 200 years ago East 
Anglia saw the erection of 200 or more 
windmills but they were not in excess of 100 feet 
and did not generate above-normal noise levels 
nor required foundations using thousands of 
tonnes of hardcore. 

The erection of solar farms do not intrude on 
the skyline or views; their generation capability 
is greater than turbines and they are noiseless. 
The turbines at Aldreth, estimated to require 
some 22,000 tonnes of material with bases equal 
to an Olympic swimming pool, will not be 


created carbon-free. Our area has one of the 
lowest wind speeds in the country and, when we 
do have gale-force winds, the turbines will be 
switched off! At the end of a turbine’s life, the 
blades are not recyclable so will be consigned to 
landfill sites. 

I do not dispute the need to find new sources of 
power but it seems to me that too much 
emphasis is being placed on wind power. The 
Government blindly follows EU diktats and 
blunders around without reasoned debate; pays 
massive subsidies to the wind farm developers 
(via increased utility bills for us all). Even with 
the proliferation of wind farms conventional 
forms of power generation is still required. 

There is clean nuclear power generation that 
does not use uranium. Carbon emission from 
cars, even with the increased number of vehicles 
on the road, is greatly less than 20, 30 years ago - 
a response to concerns over pollution. The 
European Space Agency has sent a vehicle to 
outer space and after a journey of 10 years it is 
about to dock onto a comet; if they can do that, 
then surely there is the technical and 
intellectual resource to find alternate sources of 
power without relying on monstrous, inefficient, 
and expensive wind turbines. 

The construction of these turbines is extremely 
costly in terms of carbon emissions and raw 
materials; recorded research shows that they 
are not particularly efficient - something like 
26-27% of stated capacity. Opponents of the 
wind turbine are not Luddites and like Mr Hunt 
we want solutions to combat climate change and 
do not believe enough thought and resources are 
being applied to find solutions. In the 
meantime, the extant means of alternate power 
is considered to have more than met the 2020 
targets for emission reduction. So, why don’t we 
call a moratorium on the erection of such 
eyesores as wind turbine until all other solutions 
have been fully investigated and trialled.

The argument has already 
been won on wind farms 

RICHARD Osborne (‘Our green and pleasant 
land is entirely man-made’, Ely News letters, 
August 7) is quite right to raise the need for a 
wider debate regarding major developments 
which could provide benefits to a large number 
of people throughout the UK. 

Those of us who object to the wind farm 
application on Berry Fen, Haddenham, are 
concerned that it will cause financial loss, and 
physical and psychological harm to those closest 
to it. Of course we need infrastructure built to 
sustain a modern economy, but in a civilised 
society surely it cannot be built at the expense of 
degraded quality of life for those living close to 
it, and a further degraded natural environment? 

Were the wind farm to go ahead, the residents 
of Aldreth and Haddenham will be trapped, 
unable to sell their homes (as has occurred since 
2011 in Graveley), and could become physically 
ill because of the well-documented health 
impacts of wind turbines. They would also lose 
the tranquillity that is so rare in our hectic, 
noisy society. Set this against the generation of 
enough electricity to power a few hundred 
homes (not thousands as implied by REG 
Windpower Pic) and you can understand why 
many in the villages are putting their normal 
lives on hold while they fight the planning 
application. 

Wind farms are not the answer to our reliance 
on fossil fuels, and that debate has already been 
had and won (see The Economics of Renewable 
Energy - Economic Affairs Committee 
Memorandum by Mr Peter Hadden http://www. 
publications.parliament.uk/pa/ld200708/ldselect/ 
ldeconaf/195/195we34. htm).

Plans for more than 
200 homes rejected 


CONTENTIOUS plans to build more 
than 200 homes near Ely have been 
rejected - much to the relief of objec¬ 
tors. 

Earlier this year Cheshire-based 
firm Gladman Developments Ltd 
submitted plans to build 128 new 
homes on land north of Field End, 
Witchford. 

The company then applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council for 
planning permission to build 100 
homes on a parcel of land south of 
number 18 Wilburton Road, 
Haddenham. 

Last Wednesday, the council’s plan¬ 
ning committee decided the fate of 
the proposals - and both sets were 
refused. 

Officers were recommending that 
the plans for Haddenham were reject¬ 
ed, and that the decision on the plans 
for Witchford was delegated to the 
council’s principal development 
manager.

However, the committee’s majority 
vote was to throw out the Witchford 
scheme too. The main concerns were 
highways issues, and a lack of availa¬ 
ble places at the village’s schools. 

The news will come as a relief to 
local residents and councillors who 
were opposed to the applications. 

Among those against the 
Haddenham plans was Alison 
Campbell-Smith, of School Lane, 
Aldreth. In her objection, she said: 
“The significant increase in traffic 
resulting from this proposed develop¬ 
ment would result in crippling con¬ 
gestion for Haddenham and 
Wilburton and safety risk for pedes¬ 
trians and other road users. 

“The primary school in Haddenham 
has been full for each of the last eight 
years. Adding another 100 houses will 


mean that the children will have to 
travel out of the catchment area to 
find a primary school, which is not 
acceptable.” 

Local councillor Pauline Wilson, 
whose ward is Haddenham, was 
among those against the Witchford 
proposals. 

She said: “Witchford has one small 
shop which is a post office, there is no 
doctors’ surgery and the school and 
college are full to capacity. 

“The exit is out onto the road lead¬ 
ing up to the junction of the A142, an 
already very busy road which cannot 
cope with more traffic travelling 
along it. 

“Villages can cope with a few extra 
houses, but 128 houses is ridiculous 
as we do not have the infrastructure 
for such a large housing develop¬ 
ment.” 

Bosses at Gladmans could appeal 
both decisions but would have to do 
so within six months.

AN 18th century key discov¬ 
ered in a loft is believed to fit 
the lock of a chapel in the Ely 
area - but which one remains a 
mystery. 

The hunt is now on to find the 
chapel to which the key, dated 
1790, belonged. 

The key was discovered in a 
loft in Littleport and the person 
who came across it took it to 
local businessman Roy Adams, 
who owns Cliabhrach Treasure 
antique shop in the village. 

Local television auctioneer 
David Palmer then saw the key, 
was keen to buy it and then sell 
it, but after much discussion 
and a little research, he and Mr 
Adams have now given it back 
to the man who found it. 

They are now working togeth¬ 
er to find out more about the 
key, the chapel to which it 
would have belonged - and 
they are appealing for the pub¬ 
lic’s help. 

Mr Adams said: “It’s certainly 
one of the most intriguing 
things I’ve ever come across. 
The key was found by the man 
in the loft of his grandad’s 
house in Littleport. 


“It was inside a 1939 tea trans¬ 
portation box, which we 
assume was used to keep it 
safe, and with it was a letter 
dated 1790. 

“It’s an unusual key - it has a 
GER stamp and an ‘Ely’ stamp. 
I assumed it was a General 
Eastern Railway key but there 
wasn’t a GER in 1790. 

“The research we’ve done so 


far suggests it fits a chapel door 
- a chapel somewhere within 
the Diocese of Ely. We’ve tried 
the majority of the chapel 
doors at Ely Cathedral but it 
hasn’t fitted any of those. 

“The difficulty we’re having is 
that many of the doors are like¬ 
ly to have been changed over 
the years.” 

Mr Adams said: “Our main 


aim is to find the chapel door 
which the key belongs to. 

“A whole load of things could 
come to light as a result of this 
key so if there is anyone out 
there who knows more, or who 
has any suggestions, we’d love 
them to get in touch.”

A NEW permanent location 
for Ely Post Office could 
finally have been found. 

Bosses at Post Office Ltd 
have announced that they 
want to open a new branch 
inside Central Hall in Market 
Street.

“This proposed premises is 
approximately 480 metres 
from its current temporary 
portable building in the 
Paradise Leisure Centre car 
park. 

“As part of plans to modern¬ 
ise the network and extend 
the service hours for custom¬ 
ers, the new post office would 
have different styles of serv¬ 
ing positions. 

“Two would be open-plan, 
two would be a modern 


screened position and the

Police snare 
over 120 
drink and 
drug drivers 

MORE than 120 people were 
caught driving under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs 
in Cambridgeshire in a matter 
of weeks. 

During the national THINK!

June 1 to July 31,1,629 tests 
were administered in the 
county, of which 127 were 
failed, and nine arrests were 
made for refusing to provide a 
specimen. 

This is a decrease from 173 
failed tests during the same 
period last year, and eight 
people during that campaign 
refused to provide a specimen. 

Sergeant Chris Huggins said: 
“We focused on the dangers 
of driving the morning after a 
heavy night and targeted 
areas where risk was highest, 
particularly around venues 
broadcasting the World Cup. 

“Although the figures are 
lower than last year’s, our 
anti-drink and drug-driving 
message is still not being 
heeded by enough people. 
Drink driving puts lives at risk, 
not only the driver’s and any 
passengers’, but also other 
road users. 

“People must take 
responsibility for themselves 
when getting behind the wheel 
of a car and ensure that they 
are in a fit state to do so.”

‘Danger’ pathway cleared 


A FOOTPATH which had become so 
overgrown with nettles and brambles 
that residents labelled it ‘dangerous’ 
has finally been cleared. 

Residents had been calling for some 
time for the footpath which runs from 
Forehill car park to Three Cups Walk to 
be properly maintained. 

They had been complaining to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
about the state of the walkway but 
because the weeds were growing on to 
the path from the other side of the 
fence - Ely Cathedral’s Dean’s Meadow

- it meant clearing them was the 
cathedral’s responsibility. 

Ely News contacted the cathedral last 
Wednesday and the path was tidied up 
the following day. 

Speaking before the clear-up, Penny 
Williams, who owns 3at3 Delicatessen 
and Cafe, in Three Cups Walk, said: 
“I’ve been complaining about the state 
of the path for ages but the council can 
never tell me whose responsibility it is. 


“It looks a total mess. This path is 
extremely busy with both residents, 
shoppers and tourists and the state it’s 
in certainly doesn’t give a good impres¬ 
sion of the city. 

“Not only that, but it’s dangerous. 
The brambles and nettles are growing 
more and more by the day and they’re 
now at eye level - it’s dangerous, espe¬ 
cially for children, and it needs sort¬ 
ing.” 

Sharon Wilde, who works in Ely, was 
also calling for the footpath to be 
“tidied up”. She said: “I park in Forehill 


car park every day so walk up and 
down the path every day as well. 

“The nettles are really high and 
they’re actually affecting people using 
the path now. It looks so scruffy and 
it’s a shame as so many people use it.” 

A spokeswoman for Ely Cathedral 
said: “We’d like to thank people for 
bringing this to our attention. 

“Our workforce has a very heavy 
schedule at this time of year as there is 
so much cathedral ground to main¬ 
tain. We will make sure that this issue 
is treated as a priority.”

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The unstoppable mayor 

‘I’ve had a hard life... but it’s made me stronger’ 



The colourful life of Cambridge’s mayor, Gerri Bird, has included 
abandonment, a childhood spent in institutions, even a brush with death. 
But, she tells Emma Higginbotham, it’s made her the woman she is 


M EETING dignitaries can be daunting, 
so Em on my best behaviour as I knock 
(timidly) on the new Mayor of 
Cambridge’s front door. And, when 
Gerri Bird opens up, I ask my very first question 
wobbly-voiced: how should I address a mayor? 

“Gerri!” she says, hooting with laughter. “Well, 
when I’ve got the chains on it’s ‘Madam Mayor’, 
but normally I just say ‘Call me Gerri’ because I’m 
still the same person. It’s only a bit of gold round 
me neck!” 

If there’s a polar opposite of pompous, it’s Gerri 
Bird. Affable and quick to laugh, she’s very much a 
glass-half-full type which, given her background, 
is admirable - struck down by polio and 
abandoned as a baby, Gerri, who uses a 
wheelchair, has had to fight hard to get where she 
is. “Someone said to me once ‘You’ll be mayor one 
day’, and I said ‘Don’t be so silly!’ But there it is,” 
beams the 58-year-old. “I’m as shocked as 
everybody else.” 

Gerri’s story, which has a distinct whiff of Dick 
Whittington, began in 1950s Ireland, when a 
pretty 18-year-old called Eileen fell pregnant out 
of wedlock. 

“She was sent to a Magdalene Home because 
she’d brought disgrace to the family,” explains 
Gerri. “And it was hard; they used to have to 
tarmac driveways while they were pregnant! They 
were cruel, the old nuns.” 

Eileen had baby Geraldine in 1955, and they 
stayed at the home until tragedy struck: at just 10 
months old, Gerri contracted polio. She was 
immediately hospitalised, “and there was no need 
for mum to be there. 

“The family were told what had happened, but 
grandmother said she wanted nothing to do with 
her, so she was banished across to England where 
her sister worked.” 

Gerri spent years in hospital, but has only hazy 
memories of that time: “I can remember a cot, but 
that’s about it. And nobody came to see me. It says 
on the paperwork ‘emotionally deprived child’.” 


At 7 Gerri was finally well enough to leave, so the 
authorities traced her mother. Now married with 
two sons, Eileen was living in Cambridge, and it 
was decided to send Gerri there, “so I was brought 
over by the nuns”. 

The reunion didn’t go well, but she doesn’t blame 
her mother. “Can you imagine? This 7-year-old 
child being given to you - and you don’t know the 
child! And stepfather didn’t know anything about 
me. That was even worse. 

“There were ructions, and I was taken away 
because of his cruelty.” What happened? “I don’t 
remember,” she shrugs. “I was there for six 
months, and then I was taken away and put into a 
children’s home in Oakington.” 

Gerri was happy at the home, but struggled with 
her metal leg callipers: “Horrible things they were, 
I hated them. And I wasn’t steady on my feet; I’d 
fall over a matchstick! I was forever breaking the 
callipers because I thought I could do everything 
all the other kids could do. That was just the way I 
was.” 

After three years, the Catholic Church in 
Lensfield Road issued a notice that a disabled 
child needed a family. A local couple with two 
sons, who’d always longed for a daughter, came 
forward and adopted her in 1966. But Gerri, who’d 
lived in institutions throughout her short life, 
found it tricky to settle in. 

“We got on all right, but I’d already got my 
independence, and that made it harder,” she says. 
“I was outgoing, and they were quite strict at 
times; there were certain things I couldn’t do. 
Mum was a bit old-fashioned, I’d say.” 

But one definite bonus was that at 12, Gerri was 
finally allowed to go to a mainstream school: 
before then she’d been at a school for 
‘handicapped children’, “and all you used to do 
was cook, paint or have exercises, because in 
those days they didn’t think children who were 
disabled would have any life.” 

St Bede’s, recalls Gerri, was “hard to begin with, 
because the kids had to get used to me being 
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different. They called me a spastic, so I used 
to say ‘No I’m not!’ and I’d explain. We all 
became friends in the end. 

“But I had a problem with a teacher. I was a 
chatterbox, and he called me a spastic to shut 
me up. Well that did it! I got up, walked out of 
the classroom and walked home.” Her 
incensed father went to see the headmaster, 
“and the teacher had to apologise in front of 
the class. He didn’t call me names again.” 

After just three years of formal schooling, 
Gerri got married, at 16, to a man she’d met at 
a club. It wasn’t a happy union. “He turned 
out very violent,” says Gerri, who doesn’t 
want to go into details: “He’s not worth the 
paper. I stuck it for 10 years, and then I got rid 
of him.” 

Yet the marriage did produce two adored 
daughters. Gerri had Sharon at 18 and 
Annemarie two years later, and loved being a 
mum: “but they were sods!” she chuckles. 
“They used to play me up, and then they’d 
run away and say ‘You can’t catch us!”’ 

For years Gerri worked at Addenbrooke’s, 
giving out meals on the wards, but in the 80s 
she decided to push herself a little harder. 
After taking courses in English and 
computing, she joined a disability charity, 
“and I never looked back. I was going all over 
the county showing disabled people what 
was out there for them.” 

As for her own disability, Gerri wore 
callipers until about 25 years ago, “and then I 
started having a lot of falls. I couldn’t lift my 
right leg to walk anymore, and I was in great 
pain.” 

Tests showed that she’d developed two 
curvatures in her spine, “and they said the 
best thing for me was to get in the wheelchair. 
They took my callipers away, because they 
were causing me more problems, so I used 
the chair when I was out and I used to walk 
around the bungalow on crutches.” But one 
day she caught her crutch on a step and fell, 
smashing her leg in three places, “and from 
then on it was the wheelchair. Permanent.” 

For Gerri, it was devastating. “My life 
completely changed. People didn’t seem to 
want to talk to me any more, they wanted to 
talk to who was behind me. I’d give them my 
card to pay for shopping, and they’d give it to 
whoever I was with! 

“I got really depressed. I didn’t want to go 
out in the chair, and I was very, very low. 

Then after about six months I kicked myself 
out of it. I thought ‘No, I’m going to hold my 
head up high’, and I got through it.” 

By the 1990s, Gerri decided that the time 
was right to track down her mum, who she 
knew had emigrated down under, and had 
the surname Vearer. Finding two Vearers 
online, she wrote to both: “and out of the blue 
I got a phonecall from a man in New Zealand, 
David, who ended up being my brother. He 
said ‘We didn’t know we had another sister!”’ 

David explained that Gerri had four half- 
brothers and a half-sister, but then broke the 
sad news that Eileen had recently died. Gerri 
was distraught. “I missed meeting her by six 
months, so that was pretty hard.” 

She’s now met all of her half-siblings, and 
they get on tremendously: “Everything’s 
worked out really well,” she says, “but it 
would’ve been better if mum had been there.” 

It was also in the 90s that, after joining a 
community action group, Gerri began taking 
an interest in local politics, “and then I 
thought ‘I’m going to try and stand as a 
councillor’. 

“It took me five goes before I got in, I think 
because, knowing I was disabled, people 


thought ‘Oh she won’t be able to do it, bless 
her heart’. But every time I stood I was 
getting nearer and nearer.” 

What really swung it for Gerri was, of all 
things, the Lion Yard toilets. 

Back in 2011, a plan was afoot to close the 
ground-floor toilets and relocate them on a 
higher floor, “and I thought they can’t do 
that! Disabled people can’t go upstairs!” 

Gerri argued her case, but councillors 
couldn’t be swayed: “So I said ‘OK, I’ll be 
back’.” 

And back she came, armed with a petition 
signed by a whopping 11,000 people. “And it 
got overturned! That was that year I got 
elected, because I showed people that I can 
fight.” 

Now refurbished, the toilets opened just 
days after Gerri became Mayor in June. The 
irony of being the one to cut the ribbon didn’t 
escape her: “I thought that was so funny,” 
she grins. 

But drama still snaps at Gerri’s heels. Two 
years ago she almost died after contracting 
legionnaire’s disease and double pneumonia. 
“They don’t know how I got it,” she says. “I 
felt terrible on the Thursday, then by the 
Saturday I could hardly move.” With a 
sky-high temperature, she was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s; the following day she could 
barely breathe, “and I really thought I was 
going to die.” 

With her condition deteriorating, doctors 
decided to put Gerri into an induced coma, 
and warned Alan, her partner of seven years, 
to prepare for the worst. “He was told that I 
might not make the night, and to get the 
family there. Oh, it was horrendous. A 
horrendous time.” 

Happily Gerri pulled through, but it took a 
full 18 months for her lungs to clear. “It just 
shows you, one minute you’re fine, next 
minute nobody knows, do they?” 

Does she ever think ‘Why me’? “Sometimes, 
but I don’t let it get me down, because if I did 
I’d just stop. And I’m not going to stop!” 

Gerri has certainly never let her disability 
hold her back. Over the years she’s jumped 
out of an aeroplane, swum competitively, 
even won trophies for banger-racing. But 
there’s no disguising how tough it’s been. 

“I’ve had a hard old life,” she admits, “and it’s 
been a long journey. But if it hadn’t been, I 
don’t think I would be where I am now. I’ve 
come through some horrible parts and I 
think it’s made me stronger.” 

There’s excitement ahead for our mayor this 
year, not least because the grandmother-of- 
eight will become a great-grandmother at 
Christmas, “and I’ll only be 59,” she chuckles. 
“Annemarie was 15 when she had Jade, but 
she still did her GCSEs, bless her. Jade’s a 
lovely girl, and now she’s expecting. I don’t 
know what the baby’s going to call me,” she 
muses. “My youngest grandchildren call me 
Nana Wheels...” 

But until then, life will continue to be 
mind-blowingly busy for Gerri, who attends 
engagements almost every day. Are other 
dignitaries surprised when they meet her? “I 
think so, because a lot of them are well-to-do. 
And I presume I’m one of the first social 
housing mayors. Most of them have got two 
or three houses, haven’t they?! So I think I’m 
more down-to-earth in that respect. 

“But I love it. I love being a councillor, and 
helping people, and getting things done. Just 
because you’re disabled doesn’t mean your 
life’s ruined - it’s not!” she says, beaming 
again. “You’ve just got to push yourself a little 
bit harder.”

I’D been warned that Alison Steadman is 
absolutely nothing like Gavin & Stacey’s 
“Pamelaaa”. 

That in fact, she can be quite a prickly 
interviewee (most of the features desk 
blanched when told I'd snagged her for 
a chat), is actually "really posh" and 
utterly devoid of the brashly good natured 
“mumsiness" many of her onscreen 
characters peddle (blame her portrayal of 
Mrs Bennett in the wet-shirted version of 
Pride and Prejudice). 

It's all true. 

She's not like the bubbly, screechy, 
emotional Pamela, and she is a bit gruff, 
refusing (quite rightly, if unhelpfully) to 
surrender every titbit of information, and 
she does have a clip to her voice rather than 
Essex patter. 

And who wants to be labelled mumsy 
anyway? 

Sure, there's no frivolous chat (jokily 
asking whether she'd be putting on a 
French accent for her role in Therese 
Raquin earned a stern: "No, no, no, that 
would just be silly,"), but she takes her craft 
seriously. That's hard to sneer at. 

Born in Liverpool in 1946, the actress 
made her name as Candice Marie in Nuts 
in Mayand as the iconic, busty Beverly in 
Abigail's Party while married to director 
Mike Leigh. 

Going on to win an Olivier for best 
actress as the desperate, restless Mari in 
The Rise and Fall of Little Voice, she also 
garnered Bafta nominations for The Singing 
Detective and as Betty in the brilliant Fat 
Friends alongside fellow future Gavin & 
Stacey stars Ruth Jones, James Corden and 
Sheridan Smith. 

The woman's a living legend, a British 
institution, a national treasure! All terms 
bandied around by viewers and critics alike, 


that sit rather strangely with her. 

"Well, it's lovely to be recognised 
as someone who people like to see 
on television or on stage who has got 
a reputation over the years for doing 
entertaining stuff," she says. "But the term 
'national treasure', I don't know, it feels a 
bit odd. But I wouldn't down it, it's lovely 
for people to appreciate your work." 

Currently in the midst of quite gruelling 
rehearsals (“There's a scene where 
someone has to drown, so it's got to 
be really worked out"), Steadman has 
previously worked with the Royal Theatre 
Bath on Alan Bennett's Enjoy and Noel 
Coward's Blithe Spirit, but Therese Raquin 
- based on the novel by Emile Zola - was 
the first offer from the theatre she'd been 
tempted by after several years where 
"nothing really clicked". 

“It's a different kind of thing for me "she 
muses. "It's a period piece and it's justice 
to get the long frocks on again, get the wig - 
on. I like being in disguise." ' 

Set in the late 1860s in an isijated village 
on the outskirts of Paris, Thares'ti Raquin 
excavates the darker sides of human, 
temperament as young Therese, unhappily 
married to her first cousin Camille, embarks 
upon a deliciously forbidden liaison with 
her husband's friend Laurant. 

Steadman plays Therese's matchmaking 
aunt Madame Raquin, and is fiercely 
protective of her character, who in print 
sounds decidedly overbearing. 

"She is, in a way," she concedes. "But 
she is a woman of that period. She is a very 
kind woman and she loves her son dearly. 
He's her only son, who, during childhood 
was very, very ill and had lots of diseases 
which happened then and she saved his life 
twice and has got him to adulthood. 

"In that period children used to die all

the time of scarlet fever, measles and 
TB, all these dreadful diseases that 
we've more or less eradicated now, so 
you've got to see it from her point of 
view. 

"She wants him to be married and 
she wants her niece to be married and 
it just seems like a very good idea." 

Mainly it was the play's setting and 
history that attracted Steadman to 
the piece, as well as the relationship 
dynamics: "Families really stuck 
together, people didn't travel, there 
was no email, no telephones, no 
television, and they didn't watch films 
so their world was so different. It's 


fascinating to examine all that." 

Aside from the play, she'll also be 
starring in retirement sitcom Boomers 
this month alongside Russ Abbott and 
June Whitfield on BBC1. 

At 67, can she imagine ever retiring? 
“Urn, no. Haha. I've got friends 
at retirement age, people who are 
teachers that have got to retire at some 
point; it's quite a challenge for them. 
They don't quite feel ready, but there 
are a lot of things you can do with your 
life once you've retired. You haven't 
got to sit knitting jumpers; you can get 
out there and do things." 

Of course, what we're really hoping 


for is more (lots more) Gavin & Stacey 
- preferably in film form, in spite of 
Ruth Jones's protestations that it will 
never happen. 

"I think it would be great, it could 
really work, but listen," Steadman says, 
pausing dramatically. "I'm not the 
writer. The main thing is that we had a 
great time doing it, the story was told. 

"I mean yeah, you could of course 
carry on. But I think no one wants to 
do another series and people to say 
'Oh it wasn't as good'. 

"If you end on a high note it's a good 
place to leave it. But a film might be 
different. . .''

THE EXPENDABLES 3 (I2A, 126 mins) 
FOLLOWING a spectacular stunt aboard 
a moving train that opens this third 
instalment of the action franchise, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger turns to Sylvester 
Stallone and wearily confides, “I’m 
getting out of this business... and so 
should you.” 

Sage advice from the former governor 
of California. 

His words fall on deaf ears because The 
Expendables is a cash cow for Stallone, 
who directed and co-wrote the opening 
salvo in 2010 and has been reliving his 
muscle-bound glory days ever since. 

Australian director Patrick Hughes, who 
impressed with the gritty low-budget 
western Red Hill, takes charge of this 
outlandish mission festooned with bone¬ 
crunching hand-to-hand combat, pithy 
one-liners and deafening explosions. 

And The Expendables 3 certainly opens 
with a bang. Several. 

Barney Ross (Sylvester Stallone) and his 
crew of battle-hardened mercenaries - 
Lee Christmas (Jason Statham), Gunner 
Jensen (Dolph Lundgren), Toll Road 
(Randy Couture) and Hale Caesar (Terry 
Crews) - orchestrate a prison breakout. 

Their target: original Expendables 
member Doctor Death (Wesley Snipes), 
who has been off the grid for several 
years. 

"I heard you killed more people than 
the plague," growls Toll Road to his new 
comrade. 

The bolstered team heads to 
Mogadishu at the behest of chief Max 
Drummer (Harrison Ford), where a 


spectacular skirmish at the dockyards 
brings Barney face-to-face with a ghost 
from the past. 

Conrad Stonebanks (Mel Gibson), co¬ 
founder of the Expendables, who Barney 
was ordered to kill, is alive and exceeding 
well on the ill-gotten gains of the arms 
trade. 

Faced with an adversary, who possesses 
unlimited supplies of state-of-the-art 
weaponry, Barney retires the old team 
and enlists the help of Trench (Arnold 
Schwarzenegger) and retired medic 
Bonaparte (Kelsey Grammer) to bring 
down Stonebanks. 

They assemble a fearless younger crew 
comprising bareknuckle brawler Smilee 
(Kellan Lutz), nightclub bouncer Luna 
(Ronda Rousey), hacker Thorn (Glen 
Powell), weaponry specialist Mars (Victor 
Ortiz) and infuriatingly talkative former 
Spanish Armed Forces operative Galgo 
(Antonio Banderas). 

The Expendables 3 is an entertaining 
and ridiculously far-fetched tour of duty 


that sensibly welcomes fresh faces to the 
fold and provides Banderas, Ford, Gibson 
and Snipes with sizeable roles to turn 
back the clocks. 

"I haven't had so much fun in years," 
cackles Ford after he lays waste to hordes 
of enemy soldiers. 

The clash between old-school brute 
force and modern-day tech savvy 
provides the scriptwriters with a rich vein 
of humour. Thus when Barney outlines 
his heavy-handed solution to toppling 
Stonebanks, Luna snorts derisively, "It's a 
great plan... if it was 1985." 

Stallone looks good for his age and 
sparks brotherly banter with Statham, 
whose wavering accent is a prime target 
for put-downs. 

They look like proud fathers, passing 
the mantle to the next generation of 
action heroes, who could potentially help 
the Expendables sequels reach double 
digits while Stallone does his bit for 
the cause with a zimmer frame rocket 
launcher. 
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Shrub for all 

seasons 


GARDENING 


AS summer marches on, many perennials are now 
fading, while annuals continue to colour borders and 
patios. But savvy gardeners should also be thinking 
creatively with shrubs which will extend the season 
and provide colour and structure to the border. 

So says Andy Mclndoe, managing director of Hillier 
Nurseries and all-round garden expert, who has 
just written The Creative Shrub 
Garden, a colourful tome offering 
his groundbreaking approach on 
how to make the most of shrubs. 

Of course, plant combinations 
are vital if you want to show 
any shrub off to its best, says 
Mclndoe. 

"The dark wine-red leaves 
of the Japanese maple, Acer 
palmatum 'BloodgoocT, are 
a stunning partner for the 
rich golden foliage of Spiraea 
japonica 'Goldflame'. The tips of 
the shoots and new leaves of the 
spiraea are orange red, which picks up on the colour 
of the acer. 

"For evergreen interest, I might use Abelia 
'Kaleidoscope' instead of the spiraea. This is a 
compact shrub of similar proportions and colouring 
with the benefit of small pink autumn flowers with 
colourful calyces. 

"For a third shrub, I would choose the round, 
compact Berberis thunbergii 'Admiration', which

has rounded wine red leaves that colour brilliantly 
in autumn. Additional interest could be added with 
caramel coloured heucheras, which have the benefit 
of evergreen foliage, and a few glowing orange tulips 
such as the lily-flowering 'Ballerina'. This would make 
a warm, glowing planting combination suitable for a 
small garden or a group of pots on the patio." 

In summer, Lavandula 
angustifolia 'Hidcote' is perhaps 
the finest and most reliable variety 
of English lavender, whose dark 
blue fragrant flowers and aromatic 
grey-green foliage are perfect with 
any silver foliage subjects such as 
Santolina chamaecyparissus and 
Helichrysum italicum. 

However, in a warm, sunny 
situation on dry soil it would 
be better partnered with the 
perennial wallflower Erysimum 
'Bowles Mauve' which flowers 
from early spring through autumn. 
The lavender and erysimum work well with small 
shrub Cistus 'Sunset' with its sage green leaves and 
cerise pink flowers. Purple heucheras would add 
contrasting dark foliage and a few Allium christophii 
a different flower form and another dimension to the 
planting. These are all good choices for a sunny spot 
in a small garden. 

If you're looking for dynamic foliage in a shrub, 
Physocarpus opulifolius 'Diable d'Or' has arching 



branches and deep copper leaves, orange at the tips 
of the shoots. It makes a wonderful planting partner 
for orange shrub roses such as the lovely fruit-scented 
'Lady Emma Hamilton'. 

It is also striking with any golden foliage shrub, 
especially Cotinus coggygria Golden Spirit, an unusual 
smoke bush with rounded golden leaves and copper 
plumes which pick up the colour of the physocarpus. 

"In a larger space, I would also add a spring 
flowering, sapphire blue Ceanothus 'Concha', perhaps 
the best of the evergreen Californian lilacs," Mclndoe 
suggests. 

Plant Hibiscus syriacus 'Hamabo', among the best 
hardy hibiscus for late summer flowers in shades of 
soft pink with wine-eyes, next to the deep purple 
foliage of Sambucus nigra f. porphyrophylla 'Eva' 
(Black Lace). 

"For colour early in the season, add Spiraea japonica 
'Anthony Waterer', with its deep crimson blooms, 
and perhaps the mauve pink trumpets and purple 


green leaves of Weigela florida 'Foliis Purpureis'. In a 
larger garden, the evergreen Abelia 'Edward Goucher' 
would add all-year interest and extend the autumn 
flowering season," he adds. 

Hydrangeas may have been out of fashion in the last 
few years, but they are a must for late summer colour. 
Try Hydrangea macrophylla 'Mariesii Perfecta' (Blue 
Wave), a classic lacecap hydrangea with a flowering 
season that extends through summer and autumn. It 
is happy in semi-shade and will produce blue flowers 
on neutral to acid soil, or mauve-pink on alkaline. 

"Partner it with a soft green and white variegated 
shrub such as Euonymus fortunei 'Emerald gaiety', 
which will cover the ground in low mounds. A large- 
leaved variegated hedera growing against a wall 
or fence would make the perfect backdrop," says 
Mclndoe.

AS many as a third of young 
British drivers have taken a 
“selfie” while at the wheel, 
according to a survey.

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GEM backs plan for 
driverless cars in UK

ROAD safety organisation GEM 
Motoring Assist supports the latest 
government announcement on driv¬ 
erless cars. 

The UK government is shortly 
expected to outline measures to per¬ 
mit driverless cars to use public roads 
by 2015 under strict research condi¬ 
tions. 

GEM chief executive David Williams 
MBE comments: “We are excited by 
this significant development, pri¬ 
marily because of the enormous 
potential for safer journeys and safer 
roads. Technology properly under¬ 
stood and implemented should lead 
to a sizeable and permanent reduc¬ 
tion in the number of people killed 
and seriously injured on our roads. 

“We have long maintained that 
advances in vehicle safety technolo¬ 
gy have combined with improved 
road engineering measures to give 
vehicle occupants and other road 
users a greater chance of surviving 
collisions that would have killed 
them or wounded them badly a gen¬ 
eration ago. However, humans really 
haven’t changed, and more than 90 
per cent of collisions occur because 
someone made a mistake or took a 
risk. 

“If the driverless car can eliminate 
the human input, then we should be 
able to look forward to far fewer colli¬ 
sions. In turn, this will bring health 
benefits, reduce pressure on hospital 
emergency units and offer longer 


term economic gains as delays on our 
road network will be reduced.” 

However, David Williams points out 
that there are many questions to be 
answered, as well as some funda¬ 
mental changes required to the legis¬ 
lative and regulatory framework and 
road infrastructure before driverless 
cars can use the UK’s roads. 

“We face a big challenge as we try to 
work out what current laws can be 
adapted for driverless cars. For exam¬ 
ple, what training will an individual 
need to use a vehicle without steering 
wheel or pedals? 

“If a car is truly ‘driverless’, then are 
all the occupants allowed to drink 
alcohol before and during a journey, 
without risk of committing any 
offence? What responsibility sits with 
the one occupant who presses the 


single stop/go button control? 

“Because driverless cars will rely 
heavily on their connectivity, how 
sure are we that they can be free from 
cyber attack? Would someone with 
the right technical skills be able to 
send a text message to disable all 
driverless cars? Or worse, take remote 
control of a vehicle and deliberately 
cause it to cras.h 

“What powers and techniques will 
be available to the police if they sus¬ 
pect there are offenders or criminals 
on board a driverless car? How will 
they stop it? 

“GEM welcomes innovation and 
progress in this exciting develop¬ 
ment, but we seek clarification on 
these issues to ensure driverless cars 
deliver the safety benefits they are 
capable of.”
